On Friday, Hovanbar 22, 1903, I aaa drivlnc tha land car of tba Praaidantial 
Hotoreada. In tha car with aa ware Sacrat Sarvica Agents Forraat Sorrals 
and Lyn Lawson, and Sheriff Bill Dackar. We had lad tha notorcada f ran 
Love Field on the prescribed route. . Be turned right on Main Street from 
Harwood Btraat. We continued on Main Street west to Houston where wa turned 
right to proceed to Bin Street. Wa aada tha left turn (Sent) and ware pro- 
ceeding at a speed of approMlaately 8 to 10 alias per hour. The tine was 
about 12:30 p.g. We proceeded toward the Triple Underpass which is about one 
block froa Houston Street. As I recall, wo were about half-way between Houston 
and the Triple Underpass when I heard a sharp crack. Soneone said: ”18 that 

a fire cracker?" After this renark, 1 reaeaber bearing two other sharp reports. 
All of these reports were fired fairly close together. There was perhaps a 
longer pause between the first and second reports than between the second and 
third. At this tine 1 glanced into ay rear view nlrror and could see a ccaao- 
tion in the President's csr which I believe was sbout 100 feet behind our car 
at this tine. At this tine we could see that tha Presidential car was speeding 
up and soneone in the oar said: "Let's get out of here." Then a nolo aotor- 

cycle officer pulled up behind ay csr aad I asked: "What has happened in the 

Presidential car - has soneone been hit?" The officer said: "Tea." I told 

hia to head for Parkland Hospital which is the nearest hospital froa that 
location. 

1 laned lately went on the air and inforaed the dispatcher to notify Parkland 
Hospital to stand by for an easrgency. I then broadens* orders to surround 
the building 1 need lately , aeaning the building froa which the shots had been 
fired. We then proceeded out Steaaons Expressway to Industrial Boulevard, to 
Harry Hines Boulevard to the 5200 block, to the oaeagency entrance of Parkland 
Hospital. 1 alighted froa the car and rushed in and told none of the attendants 
standing by to bring the stretchers out. I spent scae tine in the hospital ABBS.

Dear Sir : 

Subsequent to the arrest of Lee Harvey Oswald, the local newspapers 
reported that the Dallas- Police Dept . alledgedly reported that Lee 
Harvey Oswald was a member of the American Civil Liberties Union and 
had asked that the ACLU furnish a lawyer to defend him. I have several 
questions that I would appreciate an answer to from your department. 

First : Did Oswald have in his possession a membership card from the 
American Civil Liberties Union.? If so what name was on the card and 
what address was given on It.? What information was- on the back of the 
card . ? 

Second : If Oswald did not have a membership card from the ACLU In his 
possesion from whom did you obtain the information that he was a member 
of the American Civil Liberties Union.? Did you cheek or verify the 
statement as to accuracy before releasing this alledged Information 
to the press.? If Oswald did not have an ACLU membership card in his 
possesion and his membership was not verified at that time then what 
was the purpose of the alledged statement to the press.? Was it for 
the express purpose of smearing the ACLU with unfavorable publicity 
and if so for what reason.? 

I never knew Lee Harvey Oswald and I displse what he did or is alledged 
to have done and if guilty I would have liked to have seen him legally 
tried and executed for his crime, interest is whether or not the 
statement alledgedly made regarding Oswald's membership in the ACLU 
is true or not.? I have never seen any subsequent newspaper reports 
denying the first report by the Dallas Police Dept. Your clarification 
on this matter would be appreciated.? A self addressed stamped envelope
